Mustafa Mahmoud was an Egyptian doctor, philosopher and o 
author. He was born in Shibin El-Kom, Menoufia in 1921. His father worked 
as a secretary in the governorate of Gharbia. His father's long-time illness, 
patience, faith and pure nature had a great effect on his character and writings 
and also remained in his mind throughout his life.
